Mr. McKenna For Associate Jus= 


tice and Mr. Dawes for Comp- 


troller of the Currency. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—Leading 


Dem6c-atio members of tbe house of re- 
presentatives say no aargressive action is 
anticipated to carry out tbe relations of 
the recent Democratic house caucus on 
Cuba, Finance and Bankruptcy. 
The 


caucus action will be allowed to stand as 
showing the policy of the minority. It is 
said, however, that it would be useless to 
force the Cuban question before the 
bouse, as the rules would not permit the 
minority to bring the question to a vote. 
The Senate Cuban resolution, which was 
endorsed by the caucus, reposes in the 
committee on foreign affairs, and there is 
no power under the rules to get it from 
that committee. 


The currency bill framed by Secretary 


of the Treasury Gage was introduced in 
the house today by Chairman Walker of 
the banking and currency committee im- 
mediately after the hearing. Th/3 bill as 
presented to the house is identical to the 
bill as submitted to the committee, save 
for a few changes of no especial Hignifi- j 
cance which were suggested 
by Mr. 


Walker. 


The president today sant the following 


nominations to the senate: Joseph Mc- 
Kenna of California, to be associate 
justice of the supreme court of the United 
States; Charles G. Dawes of Illinois, to be 
comptroller of the currency; court of 
private claims, Joseph B, Efied of Iowa, 
to be chief justice. 


The house today passed a bill appropri- 


ating §175,000 for the relief of the people 
in the Yukon country without division. 
The senate also passed a joint resolution 
appropriating $250,000 for the relief of tbe 
Yukon miners. It will be necessary, be- 
fore either will become a law, for con- 
gress to get together on a common meas- 
ure, 


Washington, Dee. 16.—The House spent

"I will vote," said Mr. Chandler, "to 
apply the civil service system to the 
cerica.1 force of the government, but 
1 think that the system has been un- 
warrantably extended and made to in- 
clude persons who are not justly entitled 
to protection." 


November's Exports and Imports. 


Washington, Dec. 16.—The monthly 


statements of the imports and expprts 
o£ merchandise, gold and silver issued 
by the bureau of statistics1, shows that 
the exports of domestic merchandise 
during- November last amounted to $114,- 
608,301, a g-ain of nearly $7,000,000 as com- 
pared with November, 1896. The im- 
ports of merchandise during- November 
aggregated $52,352,331, of which war 50 
per cent was Tree of duty. The gain for 
the month in. the imports of dutiable 
merchandise was over $5,300,000. For the 
last nine months the increase in the ex- 
ports of merchandise was $55,801,435. The

Labor Leaders In Pall River Bitter 


In Their Criticisms. 


May Counsel Operatives to 


Eesist the Reduction. 


tonfcrencc Committees of the Several Unions 


Meet Tottojr. 


Fall Biver, Mass., Dec. 16.—The spirit 


of unrest is strong- in the breas'fcfi of the 
operatives of this city, and criticism of 
the manufacturers and condemnation of 
their action is openly made. Secretary 
Tliomas O'Doiwiell of the spinners says 
that it is the unanimous opinion of the 
spinners that the reduction should be 
resisted bec«iiae the manufacturers are 
not paying any more for spinning- than 
is being paid in other cotton centers. 


The weaves do not. feel that the re- 


duction is tfhe proper remedy, nor that 
they should be forced to accept it. They 
do not believe t-tte reports of the south- 
•ern competition, and claim that al- 
though the eoutiiern operative may work 
longer hours, less actual work is per- 
formed. The weavers will expect and 
Bay that they have assurances of finan- 
cial support from Lowell, L/awrence, 
Lewistxm, Manchester and other manu- 
facturing centers where the operatives 
understand that tbe battle which is-like- 
ly to be waged here is for all New Eng- 
land. 


Secretary John McCarthy of the Loom 


Fixers' association is the most bitter ot 
the leaders in his denunciation of the de- 
cision of the manufacturers to decrease 
the coat of production. The fact that the 
agenits a.nd superintendents are to be in- 
cluded in the .cutdown, he says, does 
n-ot seem to mitigate what seems to him 
to be an evil. The loom fixers are al- 
ready so poorly paid that it is a matter of 
wonder to him every day how they man- 
age to eke out an existence to meet the 
grocer, the butcher and the landlord, 
an<d at the same time buy the neces- 
saries of life. He contends that changes 
which have systematically been made 
have increased the work and in reality 
affected the condition of the fixers for 
the worse. In his judgment he says the 
action taken is merely for the purpose of 
bolstering a few old mills which are on 
tha verge of bankruptcy, and he asks 
why the manufacturers don't pull the old 
mills down or let tlie labor organizations 
run thsm. During the past year he has 
bad difficulty many times ill preventing 
a strike because of the difficulties which 
have been put between the fixers and a 
fair wage, and he now regrets such ac- 
tion. 


The conference committees of the dif- 


ferent unions will meet this afternoon, 
an-d if the opinions of the labor leaders 
as expressed on the street may be taken 
as an indication of what will be d-ooe, 
a strike will be ordered. A further in- 
dication of this Is the fact that the weav 
ers have instructed their treasurer to 
draw from the savings banks what cash 
surplus they may have on deposit. It is 
quite probable that a conference with 
the manufacturers will be asked for. 


SOUTHERN COMPETITION. 


Radical Views Enunciated by the Arkwrlglil 


Club's Committee. 


Boston, Dec. 18.—At a, meeting- of the 


Arkwright club "Wednesday a report was 
presented upon the conditions of south- 
ern competition in. cotton manufactur- 
ing and the best practicable mode of 
meeting it. The club did not consider 
a.ny resolution for carrying the policy 
proposed into effect further than to re- 
fer the matter to a special committee. 


In substance tine report says: The 


conditions under which the manufacture 
is prosecuted at the north and at the 
south are, we presume, fairly well known 
by every member of the club. Up to 
wit'hin a, recent period nearly all the 
mills built in the south were arranged 
to make three and four yard slieeting-s; 
but within the last three or four years 
the tendency has been to put new mills 
on yarns as fine as No. 40. The south- 
erner finds that, with the advantage he 
possesses, he can make these goods at a 
cost wh<^h will allow him to undersell 
our mills, and still leave him a margin 
of profit which is sufficient to induce tha 
Investment of capital. 


are their advantages ? Tli» 


»wm;nei!j,'Cr'clain-:s that there are sev- 
eral: First, that cotton is conveniently 
near, anil ii:at freight on it can be saved; 
second, that water power is abundant if 
you care to utilize it, and that coal is 
cheap if you prefer to run by steam; 
third, that labor is abundant and cheap, 
and not inclined to organize against the 
employers; fourth, that the enactment 
of restrictive labor laws is not likely to 
trouble manufacturers for many years. 
In our opinion the cheap labor, long 
hours, and freedom from legislative in- 
terferences are the chief advantages, 
and the others are ofunimportant and of 
doubtful value. 


In regar/1 to the amount of cloth pro- 


duced per spindle and per loom, wp find 
the first class, well managed southern 
mill compares favorably with similar 
mills here. The total cost of labor in 
several well run mills was found to be 
under four cents pe-'- pound. We do not 
know of any mill in Massachusetts mak- 
ing similar goods in Which the cost is less 
Mian six cents 


We have practically to consider only 


fine problem that is presented by the 
fact that labor is cheaper in the south; 
that the -hours of labor are longer, and 
that there is neither any of the restric- 
tive legislation urged among us by the 
labor unions, and very generally placed 
upon our statute books, nor any prospect 
even of an early agitation in behalf of 
such restrirlionp. In other words, we 
cannot expect any Improvement to bene- 
fit us from a change of the conditions in 
the south for ypars to come. Whatever 
remedy may be applied must be the work 
of northern manufacturers seeking to 
equalize wages by the application of re- 
duction in some form of the earnings of 
their own operatives. 


The committee desire to give expres- 


sion in the strongest terms to the im- 
portance of seeking a reversal of the 
policy which has 
handicapped New 


England, and wjiio.h has placed a double 
burden upon Massachusetts, namely, 
the restriction of tbo hours of labor. We 
are sure that it >B quite as much for the 
Interest of oper<,'ives themselves as it is 
for the nianula-c-turers that the vex- 
atious re- frictions upon the freedom of 
contract should be removed. Undoubt- 
edly it will be diOlcult to persuade opera- 
tives that in seeking our own interest's 
%ve are consulting theirs as well. Never- 
theless, it seems a duty to apply at once 
to the legislatures of tine New England 
states to put us back upon a footing- with 
the manufacturers In other parts of tha 
country. 


Meanwhile, it is not possible- for manu- 


facturers to wait for the slow action of 
legislatures, nor oven to count upon it 
that their reasonable request will be 
granted. Manufacturers must act for 
themselves and endeavor to introduce in 
their own mills conditions more nearly 
resembling those of their southern com- 
petitors. They cannot lengthen the 
hours of labor, but they can reduce the 
wages of their operatives. Unless they 
can be reduced somewhat, it is obviously 
impossible for northern manufacturers 
to produce goods except ait a loss.

vices received from Madrid, telegrams 
and telephone messages on this subject 
being- forbidden, say the Spanisjj, mili- 
tary journals, especially the most im- 
portant, The Military Correspondence, 
declare that 20 generals have come to an 
i&jgre«merrt to engineer a protest agaar>st 
President McKintey's message, which 
is considered insulting to the Spanish 
army. It is added that a certain marshal 
was asked to co-operate, but he merely 
replied that he would consider the mat- 
ter. General Weyler answered a similar 
request by saying- he desired in the first 
place to learn the opinion of certain per- 
sonages, the law mart allowing military 
men to send a collective petition to the 
»niiiits,tetr of war.

"The Last Days o!f Louis XVI and' 


Mario Antoinette" is the title of an 
article by Anna L. Bioknell in The Cen- 
tury.

The executioner then seized the beau- 


tiful, delicate hands and tied them with 
n rope behind her back. The queen 
sighed deeply and' lobbed up to heaven, 
but although tears were ready to flow she' 
restrained them. When her hands were 
thus firmly bound, the executioner took 
off her cap and cut off her hair. As she 
felt the touch of the scissors on her neek 
she started and turned hastily, evident- 
ly supposing that she was about to be 
murdered in tho coll. She then saw the 
executioner folding up her hair, which, 
he put in his pocket. Before she left the 
cell she said anxiously to the officer now 
on guard, "Do yon think they will lot 
me reach tho place of execution without 
tearing me to pieces?!' 


He assured her that she had nothing 


to fear from the mob, but she seemed 
anxious as she followed the officials 
who led her to her doom, scarcely hop- 
ing oven for tho dreadful security of a 
guarded scaffold. When she saw the cart 
awaiting her, she again started and 
seemed to receive a fresh shock. Sho 
had supposed that, like tha king, she 
would have tho protection of a closed 
coach. Tha cart was of a kind seen only 
in remote country parts at the present 
day and made of four separate sides 
rudely tied together, the back part be- 
ing let down for ingress, with a, step- 
ladder attached. A plank put across tho 
cart served as a seat. The queen asoeud- 
ed tho steps firmly and prepared to sit 
facing the horse, but she was immedi- 
ately told that she must sit backward, 
looking toward the 
speotators. She 


turned and took her seat with perfect 
calmness and a grave, resolute look, 
gazing straight before her, pale, with 
red, even bloodshot, oyes, but carrying 
her head high, as was her wont.

The cart went on 
slowly, while an immense crowd fol- 
lowed in dead silence till they reached 
tho Rue St. Houore. There they found 
hostile elements, especially the aban- 
doned women who in Paris always play 
such prominent part in popular disturb- 
ances.

JOKES AND POETEY.l! 


N THE LITERARY MARKET OF THE 


GREATER NEW YORK. 


It Costs a Fairly Good Terse Writer S300 


III Advance to Bring Oat a Volume. 
Acceptable Short Ttialoguo Jokes Not 
So Plentiful as Formerly. 


NEW YORK, Doc 16.—[Special.]—A well 


known publisher was npproachcd the other 
flay with reference to tho bringing out of 
a volume of verso by a writer'whose name 
bus often been before the public. 
The 


publisher shook his head when the visitor's 
ernsnd was explained. 


"It will cost the poet §300 in advance to 


got his production put between covers," 
he said, "if the" vorws are good. It tho 
quality docs not appeal to our readers, we 
cannot engage to publish the book at any 
price. It wouldn't pay us, and the versiiier 
can get his work printed and bound and 
publish it himself for less money. How 
do we arrive at. the amount to be charged 
poets for bringing out their books? Well, 
the electrotype plntes, including the type- 
setting, oost about $130, varying some- 
what, of course, according to the number 
of pages. The presswork <md the paper and 
the proofreading and tho binding of an 
edition of 1,OOU or 3,000 copies bring the 
total up to something like 8>'-50, and then 
wo have about $50 net tor our trouble 


"That, you can see, N too small an 


amount to bother with unless the quality 
of the book is such as will do our houso 
credit. 
Of course a royalty is allowed to 


writers on sales, usually 10 per cent. But 
it is rare indeed that an author gets bnck 
tho money ho puts in when the book is of 
such a nature that the publisher dues not 
care to assume the expense of bringing it 
out. If the author desires to have his book 
illustrated, he must, of course, bear that 
expense, too, in such a> case as the one we 
are discussing." 


New York's Joke market. 


The market for short conversational 


jokes in New York has been vastly enlarg- 
ed by the addition of humorous and color- 
ed supplciccrts to various Sunday news- 
papers. But, contrary to what might bo 
expected, tho writing of this town of joke 
Is not so remunerative as it was some 
years ago, nor is tho relative supply as 
large. No living writer of jokes exclusive- 
ly is now earning $7.000 or $8,000 a year 
by his specialty as the late Philip H. 
Welsh used to, and there are very few, if 
any, who devote their entire time to joke 
production. 


Some IS or 15 years ago, when Mr. "Welsh 


gave up everything else to write the little 
comic dialogues for which he became fa- 
mous, a money making joke v> ritor was a 
rarity. 
The term "joke" is here used in 


its technical sense. Humorous writing 
was profitable before Mr. Welsh's day, of 
course. Artemus Ward, Josh Billings, 
"Fat Contributor" Griswold and many 
others had earned plenty of money nt fun- 
making for the papers. But their produc- 
tions v*cro mostly in tho form of articles 
and letters and not confined to short im- 
aginary talks between two people, as Mr 
Welsh's were. 


Others had written brief humorous con 


vorsations long before ho began this style 
of contribution, to bo sure, but no one had 
done well enough at tho work to warrant 
exclusive devotion to that one lino. When 
his phenomeaal success became known, 
however, a perfect cloud of imitators arose; 
after a bit tho market was greatly over- 
supplied and the pi'iceof jokes went down. 
Naturally~bhcre has boon a reaction, and 
today, according to Mr. Masson o[ Lifo, 
who h.is been in the combined business of 
making imcl buying jokes for many years, 
there is probably no one who is devoting 
all his time to joke production. 
And 


while an enormous number of alleged 
jokes are offered to the avowed humorous 
journals and the Sunday papers every 
week, there is actually a dearth of accepta- 
ble ones. Joke editors have to exercise tho 
utmost care in deciding what to approve, 
since, in the nature of things, there is 
greater danger of being taken in by an 
old joke than by any other sort of literary 
com position. 


Current Prices of Jokes. 


This is nut bccau^o joke producers nro 


less careful to be origiu.il than other writ- 
ers, but because the possible number of 
good jokes is limited. As a matter of fact, 
according to Mark Twain, \vho has mado 
a moot exhaustive study of humor, there 
are lehs than 100 separata and distinct 
jokes nil told, and these were long ago all 
used. 
The number of forms in which a 


given joke may bo served up is, of course, 
limited only by tho ingenuity of the joke 
producers, but the trouble is thut no one, 
either joke writer or joke buyer, call pos- 
sibly have seen all tho forms that have 
been g^en to all tho jokes. And these 
who make jokes aro continually finding 
out for themselves that forms which at 
first conception seem entirely new are, in 
reality, only repetitions ot the work of 
others. 


One very well known humorous paper 


pays £2.60 for every accepted ,ioke, but its 
capacity is limited, and while tho prolific 
joke writer could do very well at that 
rate, no one producer can hope to have 
enough jokes accepted by this paper to 
make it worth while to devote the whole 
or even a luajor part of his time to writing 
for its columns. Certain other humorous 
papers equally well known have adopted 
the standard price of 50 cents apiece for 
jokes not suitable for illustration. 
Those 


from which taking pictures can be made 
aro counted worth irom $2 to $3 apiece in 
these offices. 
These papers, however, un- 


like the first one alluded to, which pays 
on acceptance, do not pay until publica- 
tion, and their contributors sometimes 
have to wait a long time before receiving 
payment for their work. One joke pro- 
ducer of my acquaintance has often been 
delayed from six to eight months in get- 
ting his pay, and once it did not oome un- 
til two yc:,rs and a half after acceptance. 
The Now York Sunday papers pay $1 a 
joke "fir*"—that is, whether tho joke is 
illustrated or not, and theJS.60 ratomain- 
taiued by tho first paper spoken of is also 
a "flat" one. The Sunday papers do not 
pay until publication, but they use ac- 
cepted matter quickly, and the pay of 
their joke writer" is rarely delayed beyond 
two or three weeks. 


Mr. Welsh used to be able to turn out a 


largo number of jokes every day, and I 
havo personally known him to produce 15 
or SO at a sitting, every one of which found 
a market at from 50 cents to §5. Few 
other joke writers have been able to 
achieve f-uch a rate of production, and 
many even among those most successful 
are obliged to wait until the jokes suggest 
themselves. 


Tho market for humorous verse is quite 


as good as for short dialogue 'jokes, and as 
many perhaps are producing such verse as 
jokc-s. Prices range from 15 cents to 50 
cents a line, and to writers with a knack 
for rhyme and rhythm comic verse writing 
pays as well ss joke production.

That of the Berlin Bridge 
company was the lowest, and after it was 
ascertained that that company was a re- 
sponsible concern, its bid was accepted. 
A contract woo drawn up and signed 
whereby the Bridge company agreed to 
have the bridge completed by September 
1,1897. Instead of taking a bond as secur- 
ity for the performance of the contract a 
clause was inserted rendering the com- 
pany liable for the sum of $25 per day as 
liquidated damages for each day's delay 
after that date. The bridge is pi actically 
done. The city has got the bridge and 
the money too. How has the city lost 
dollar because instead of taking a bond a 
liability clause was inserted in the con- 
tract. The contract price was $4,989. Has 
that price been affected in any way by the 
not taking of a bond? The bridge is on 
the abutments, and tbe contract price 
ig still in tbe hands of the city treasurer. 
How has the city lost a penny so far? 


After this contract was signed Whitney 


Brothers were selected to build the abut- 
ments because they were the lowest 
bidders. 
For 
instance 
their 
price 


of masonry was $10 per cubic, yard. 
They were §2 lower than anyone else and 
their prices for other work were in the 
came ratio. In Baker'd Treatise on Ma 
eonry Construction, the average of ma- 
sonry similar to that built by the Whitney 
Brothers is $12 per cable yard. Newton 
C. Bond was appointed inspector of thi 
work and every bit of work was thor- 
oughly examined by him as it went along. 
How has the city lost any money because 
the Whitney Brothers did the work ? Mr. 
Bond was on the job constantly, saw the 
number of men employed upon the work 
end how it was done. The stone laid fat 
paid by the cubic yard, the spiles by thc- 
cumber of feet driven and so on tor tbi 
greatest part of the work. The Whitney 
Brothers were the lowest bidders and en- 
titled to the contract. They have nearlj 
completed the job and it has been wall 
done. They have received but a moder- 
ate compensation for their labor. Thi

615; no, 76,505. Last year the same cities 
cast 159,811 votes, of which 84,075 were y eo 
and 75,766 no votes. 


The license vote has increased and the 


no-license vote decreased, as compared 
with last year. This fact will bring up 
the question of whether or no there is not 
a general drift to a, settled license policy 
in most cities. And what if Cambridge's 
"no" majority should decrease next year 
as it has done this year'!

HOW MISS ST. LEGER HAPPENED TO 


BE INITIATED. 


The Tradition as Told All Over the World 


No IT Said Not to Bo True—She Did Not 
Intentionally Secrete Herself to Steal 
tho Secrets Cf the Order. 


In Dr. Brewer's "Dictionary of Phrase 


and Fable" the following sentences occur 
under the heading of "Freemasons:" 


"The lady Freemason was the Hon, 


Miss Elizabeth St. Leger, daughter of 
Lord Doneraile, who, says the tale, hid 
herself in an empty clock case when the 
lodgo was held at her father's house and 
witnessed tho proceedings. She was dis- 
covered and compelled to submit to initia- 
tion as a member of the craft." 


This tradition lias had worldwide ac- 


ceptance, but it now .appears, according to 
a correspondent of The Standard, who has 
been investigating thu subject, that, al- 
though clock-, uru usually contained in 
oases, there was no clock in (jhis case. The 
correspondent In his scjarch after truth 
has come across evidence collected by the 
Masonic historian, Brother Edward Con- 
der, which disposes onco and for all of 
what is a Masonic myth and a tradition 
which has no solid foundation. 
By the 


kindness of Lord Donorailc. Lady Castle- 
town of Upper OGsory, Colonel Aldworth 
of Newmarket Court, Mr. James St. Leger 
and other members of the family Brother 
Edw.trd Condor has fortunately been able 
to piece together a history of the incident 
which may fairly be accepted as an au- 
thentic account of what actually trans- 
pired. 


It would appear that the father of Miss 


St. Leger—Arthur St. Leger, first Baron 
Kilmayden and Viscount Doneraile—to- 
gtthur with his sons and a few intimate 
friends, were accustomed to open a lodge 
and carry on the ordinary ceremonies at 
the family mansion, Donoraile Court, 
County Cork. 
On one occasion, during a 


period when the house was undergoing 
certain internal alterations, Viscount Don- 
eraile with others met for Masonic pur- 
poses. The lodge was held in a large room 
on the ground floor of the house, and in 
front of this room was a small library, 
divided from the back room by a partition 
wall. 
From a plan of Donerailo Court, 


supplied by a member of tho family, it is 
evident that tho rooms to the right on en- 
tering tho hall aro probably the ones in 
question. 
Tho doors of these two rooms 


both open into the entrance hall and are 
not far apart. The alterations having re- 
quired tho removal of some of the panel- 
ing from the larger room, tho wall was in 
places undergoing repair. 
A portion of 


this had been taken down and tho bricks 
loosely replaced without moitar in tho po- 
sition they were ultimately to occupy. 
Against these loose brVks the oak panel- 
ing had been temporarily reared. On this 
particular afternoon Miss St. Leger had 
been reading at tho library window, and, 
the light of tho winter afternoon having 
failed, fell asleep. 


The sound cf voices in the next room 


restored her to consciousness, aud from 
her position behind the loosely placed 
bricks of tho dividing wall she easily real- 
ized that something unusual was taking 
place in tho next room. The light shining 
through tho unfilled spaces of the tempo- 
rary wall also attracted her attention. 
Prompted by a not unnatural curiosity, 
Miss St. Leger appears to have removed 
one or more of tho loose brioks, and thua 
was easily enabled to watch the proceed- 
ings of tho lodgo. For some time her in- 
terest in what was transpiring was suffi- 
ciently powerful to hold her spellbound. 
The quietness of her mind remained un- j 
disturbed for a considsrablo period, and it 
was not until she realized the solemnity of 
the responsibilities undertaken by tho can- j 
didate that she understood the torriblo 
consequences of her action. 


The wish to hide her secret by making 


good her retreat took full possession of 
her thoughts. For it must be fully under- 
stood that, although she was perfectly- 
aware that her father's lodge was held at 
the house, she had no idea on entering the 
library that on that evening a meeting 
was about to be heldinanadjoiningroom. 


Her passage into the hall was easy, but 


it happened that the doors of tho two 
rooms were close together. Outside in the 
hall the tylcr was on guard, and from this 
point hor retreat was cut off. Miss St. 
Leger, realizing that the tyler, Lord Don- 
eraile's butler, well knowing tho condi- 


tion of the temporary wall, would at onco, 
from her frightened appearance, grasp che 
situation, screamed and fainted. 
This 


old aad trusted family servant, divided 
between his affection for his young mis- 
tress and the duties he owed to tho lodge, 
hesitated whether ho should call for aid 
(rum the household or alarm tho lodge 
Fearing, however, to leave the door un- 
guarded, he decided to summon his mas 
tor. This course brought Miss St. Lcger'd 
father, with her brothers and other mem- 
bers of the lodge, Into cho hall. 


Having carried tho young lady back 


into the Hbrary, and she being restored to 
consciousness, they learned what had oc- 
curred. Leaving her in charge of some of 
the members, they returned to tho lodgo 
snd discussed what course, under the cir- 
cumstances, they had best pursue. 
Tha 


discussion was prolonged for a consider- 
able time, after which they returned, and, 
having acquainted Miss St. Leger with 
tho great responsibilities she had unwit- 
tingly taken upon herself, pointed out I 
thai) only one course was open to them. ! 
Tho .fair culprit, endowed with a high 
sense of honor, at once consented to paas 
through the impressive ceremonies she had 
already in part witnessed and became a 
Freemason. 
The circumstances as above 


recorded took place at a time when Miss 
Leger was a young girl and unmarried. 
The year was probably 1710.—St. James j 
Gazette.

TRADING STAMP SCHEME 


Declared Illegal at Pittsfield. Mer- 


chants Here Suspend the Practice.

til the legality of the practice has baen 
passed upon by the superior court. A 
decision in the lower court at PittsSeld 
recently rendered was against the giving 
of stamps. 


The merchants expect that all stumps 


already collected will be redeemable at 
the trade supply store on Eagle street.

A NARBOW ESCAPE.

we surveyed." 


At last the hull was down, and, turning 


away with sighs of relief, we clattered 
onoo inoro up the i!l paved, street to the 
consul's office, whero wo had been paid 
off, and inquired of him when we could 
take passage for home. We learned, much 
to our disappointment, that there were no 
ships in port botind for tho States, nor 
would there be any, except an occasional 
whaler, for six months to come. 


"Wo must resign ourselves to the inevi- 


table," said Jack, "and the next question 
is, Where are we going to stop?" 


Tho consul assured us thatan American' 


named Henderson kept tho only decent 
placo in town outside of tho rough sailor 
boarding houses and recommended us to 
go there. Wo found Henderson a good 
follow, who gave us a large room with bwo 
beds in it, and after seeingonr chests sate- 
ly stowed away we strolled out to look at 
the town and incidentally to got work. 


After walking about the city for an 


hour or two we descended to tho first or 
commercial street to look for work. Be- 
ing young, persistent and fairly well edu- 
cated, we were lucky enough to find em- 
ployment with two English firms, branch 
houses of London and Liverpool traders.

Following op'the clew received from me, 
the "jefe" took a personal interest in tbo 
matter, and. within a few weeks succeeded 
in capturing-tho gang, which consisted of 
five- persons—the girl, who was used as a 
decoy, and four men. It was estimated 
that more than twoscoro foreigners had 
been murdered bythis gang during tho 18 
months of their sinister operations. At 
the trial Burton's wallet and passport, 
found in tho robbers' rendezvous, convict- 
ed the men, and my identification of tho 
girl completed the case. The men were 
sentenced, and, according to the methods 
of that country, were shot three days after 
the trial. The girl, owing to her youth 
and beauty, was sent to finish her days in 
the penal colony at San Carlos. 


Tho years have rolled away since then— 


years of danger and adventure. Many a 
time during the war of the rebellion have 
I looked death in tho face, and yet my 
blood thrills when I think of that night's 
ndventuro iu'Chilc.—Philadelphia Times.

They finish up their day's work 
by arranging supper, but are not allowed 
to retire for the night until they have left 


j tho kitchen in perfect order and have seen 


that the doors und windows all over the 
house are properly secured.

The value of such a training as this 


cannot bo overestimated. The girls leave 
school quite competent to undertake the 
management of a house. They are good 
cooks and are able to turn their hand to 
anything without being dependent on tho 
servants. 


The other girls-who have not been eo 


actively engaged in the house aro taught 
aewing and tho leaking and repairing of 
their own garments. In the morning they 
have their studios and in the afternoon 
generally go for walks. 
Tho mistress of 


the school I visited ia well connected and 
has juany visitors. In the winter even- 
ings dances are arranged, and these are 
entirely managed by the girls on duty. 
They see to the preparation of the rooms, 
engage the musicians, draw up the pro- 
grammes, etc. This lady told me that S3 
of her girls had met their husbands at 
these dances 


"We mistresses," she added, "are said 


in Germany to be tho proprietors of mar- 
riage schools. Don't laugh. It is true, 
and tho term is not quite inappropriate." 


THE LANDING NET. 


"MARRIAGE SCHOOLS." 


Several Reasons Why German \Vorn<m 


M»ko Good Wives. 


Finishing schools in England are o! 


doubtful utility. In south Germany, how- 
ever, writes a London Chronicle corre- 
spondent, the institution has been devel- 
oped on very practical lines. Beforn ad- 
mission the girls arc supposed to havo 
been thoroughly well educated. 
They 


fnust know tho rudiments of arithmetic, 
must havo ;i fair acquaintance with Eng- 
lish and German gra:-mnar, itritl must bo 
able to write and speak their own lan- 
guage properly. Thoy come to the school 
mainly to l<xn-n housekeeping. 


Tho schools generally number from 10 


to 20 boarders, each of whom has a sepa- 
rate bedroom. Every morning after break- 
fast the girl has to make hoi- own bed and 
dust the room. Onr.e or twice a month 
she is obliged to alter tho position of tho 
furniture so that she may know how to 
arrange things. Every week she is called 
upon to take her dresses from tho cup- 
boards whero they hang and pack thorn in 
a bos with everything else she may re- 
quire for a long visit. This done, the 
mistress inspects it and points out tho 
many ways in which she may save space. 


In a school in Baden I visited only 18 


pupils are admitted, and two housemaids 
and ono cook are kept. At tho commence- 
ment of the term the girls are informed by 
the mistress that four of them are required 
every week to take absolute charge of the 
house. They have to rise early in tho 
morning and seo to tho preparation of 
breakfast. 
"When this is finished, they 


make their beds and tidy their rooms, and 
afterward go around tho house to seo that 
tho servants have done their work. 
Then 


they are told by the mistress what th» 
midday dinner will consist of, and thia 
they have to rjrepare, though tho cook will 
supervise what they do in the kitchen, 
giving hints and preventing waste. 


One of the four girls will have to sit at 


the head of the table and servo the soup, 
carve the poultry or joint and help tho 
Bwoets. 
Tiiifi meal over, those on duty 


have after n short rest to arrange after- 
noon tea, which they lay in tho drawing 
rooiu and at which they have to wait upon 
thoir companions and any visitors who 
may happen toicall. In the evening 1'nerc

Ita Various Uses—Kets' That Can Ba Car- 


ried In a Fishing Bad Case. 


A landing net can be bought for 50 


cents. One can buy a crab net for 15 centfl, 
buc a crab not, properly speaking, is not a 
landing uet. The landing net for 50 cents 
has a ring and a handle of willow, tho 
handle being from 15 to 18 inches in 
length. Such a nelHs used by a man wad- 
ing In a stream or for dipping up smaller- 
fishes from a boat. 
Landing nets with 


handles from 4 to 6 fcct>.in length are used 
for dipping up fish from tho bank or lar- 
ger flsh from tbe boat. These handles are 
of bamboo, and the longer handles are 
jointjod. 


Tho rings are either jointed or collapsi- 


ble lor greater convenience of carriage 
when nob iiivusc. Jointed rings aro divid- 
ed, some into.halves, some into thirds and 
some into quarters, which may be folded 
together. Collapsible rings are made ol 
steel in two ports, which aro spread out to 
form tho ring when the net is in uso and 
which lie fiat together when the net is col- 
lapsed. The handle unscrows, and the 
collapsed ring with .the net rolled around 
it is laid alongside the handle. It all oc- 
cupies but very little space. Collapsible 
nets with jointed bamboo handles sell from 
$2 to $7. For §S the purchaser gets a land- 
ing net of the best kind, with a net oil 
braided linen, waterproofed; for $7, ouo 
with a nefrof braided silk, enameled. Such 
nets are articles of steady spJe. A man 
who buys fine fishing rods, who may per- 
haps pay $BO or 875 for a single rod, 
doesn't hesitate to pay $5.or $7 for a land- 
ing net of corresponding quality, and he 
has a place for it in his fishing roil'Oase.— 
New York Sun. 


To Prepare Game For the Table. 


Certain birds do not require to be drawn, 


in* the estimation of epicures. These are 
the woodcock, siiipo and golden plover, al- 
though as a concession to the prejudice of 
some the plover 13 sometimes drawn, but 
an important point to remember is that 
game should never be washed insido, but 
morel}' wiped with a clean cloth. 


With few exceptions gamo should never 


be underdone, while if overdone it tough- 
ens and is ruined. Wild duck, teal and 
pigeon aro tho exceptions, which should 
be rather unaterdonc. Next to the open 
fla-e, the double roasting jiin gives it the 
best result, and frequent basting is impera- 
tive. 


Slices of fat bacon skewered over the 


breast will improve most game, and in the 
case of quails, ortolan's and such small 
birds some cooks add a vine leaf. 


In the case of young gamo thero is no 


better way of cooking than roasting or 
broiling, but it is often necessary to cook 
old birds, and. from these no end of tooth- 
some dishes can be made in the way of 
pies, gelatins, ragouts, soups, etc.—New 
York Herald.

This is 
probably due to the fact that an Asi- 
atic, whatever part of the Occident he 
may hail from, is regarded as an unde- 
sirable citizen. The majority of Amer- 
icans have heard .of the disagreeable 
side of the Chinese nation; they have 
read that the Japanese are aggressive 
and can run a white man out of busi- 
ness, besides many similar statements 
along the same line, which lead to the 
classification of all Asiatics into one 
conglomerate whole and the speedy con- 
demnation of the lot. 


To one who has lived In Hawaii tor 


three years and been intimately asso- 
ciated with the various races that the 


' Islands now have within their borders 


it seems indeed strange that men of | 


1 Anglo-Saxon blood should express fear 


of the Japanese either in mercantile 
business or in the labor market. The 
Japanese coolies work for a mere pit- 
tance when they first come from Japan. 
There can be no question about that. 
But the aggressive characteristic of 
their nature shows itself very quickly. 
They can appreciate high wages as well 
as an American. 
It is a peculiar fact 


that while many Americans fear an- 
nexation on account of the possible ef- 
fect of the Japanese on the labor mar- 
ket many of the business men of Ha- 
waii fear annexation on account of the 
tendency of the Japanese to seek a 
higher scale of wages. 


Then, again, few people of America 


appreciate that the common people 
among the Japanese of Hawaii are lib- 
eral buyers. They seek to adopt Eu- 
ropean and American customs in dress 
and manner of living. They buy coats, 
trousers, hats and shoes, nearly all of 
which are made in American factories. 
The fact that the Japanese are "imita- 
tors" is often remarked as a slur upon 
the little "yellow man."

may, the American manufacturer gets 
the benefit of this 
imitative

Proposition to Publish Their 


Names and Addresses. 


6KA.ND ARMY FAVORS THE PLAN. 


An Answer to the Charges of Fraud—Ex- 


pense of Publication tlie Chief Obstacla 
to the Scheme—Pension Oflicials Do Not 
Favor It. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—[Special.]—"It 


is not impossible that Uncle Sam will soon 
turn out the biggest book of tho century," 
said an 
official of the pension office. 


"There is a gieat demand for publication 
of the names of nil the persons now draw- 
ing pensions from the government. 
This 


demand comes very largely from the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 
So many 


statements have been mado to the effect 
thut persons not fairly entitled to pensions 
are drawing money from tho government, 
and in some quarters so much of a hue 
and ciy has been sot up over tho mattar, 
that the veterans feel the best way to pro- 
tect tho army of pensioners from nnju&t 
asporsious is to huvo all the tacts made 
public. 
They think publication of the 


names and addresses of all pensioners 
would be tho proper way to go at it. 
Olio 


suggestion has been made that congress 
print a list of all the pensioners, with 
their addresses, in 100 or 200 of the most 
prominent papers throughout the country, 
so that every one may have a chance to go 
over the names and pick out those which 
he thinks are liablo to criticism. It is not 
likely tbo portions making this suggestion 
have given any thought to the magnitude 
of tho ta»k which they propose. 


"Thei'e are in round numbers 1,000,000 


pensioners on our books," continued the 
ofliciiU. "The uamoaDd address of each 
pensioner would tako a line in a newspa- 
per, as it is apparent tho naino would bo 
of no value unless tho address wcro given, 
as there are thousands upon thousands of 
duplicate names. 
Now, an uvcrugo news- 


paper column contains about 200 lines, 
and therefore if we wore to order all tlio 
names of pensioners printed in a newspa- 
per wo should need 5,000 columns, or moro 
than TOO pages of a paper with seven col- 
umns to the page. At. regular advertising 
rates that would bo a fine contract far tho 
papers, though even in this day of big 
things in tho newspaper lino ittwould 
puzzle some of them to turn out an edition 
of moro than 700 pages. 
Of course it is 


idle to talk nbout doing this in any OHB 
ibfoue. A newspaper might take a contract 
to publish the list in the course of three or 
four months, giving up a big supplement 
to tho purpose every clay. 
But tho cost 


would make it impossible for tho govern- 
ment to go into any such scheme. 


Cost of Newspaper Publication. 


"IIo\r much do yon suppose the ospcnso 


would bo of publishing tho pension list in 
one first class metropolitan newspaper? 
Well, the lowest.ficlvertising.rate-ia such a 
paper is about 20 cents a lino—that is, 
|iO a column. For the 5,000 columns nec- 
essary to take in tho whole pension list 
the coot would be $200.000. Adonit that 
there aro plenty of papers willing to take 
it for halt or even a quarter of this sum, 
still the cost would bo sop^reat as to put it 
out of fcho question, for it would never do 
to publish the list in one or-two papers. 
It would have to go in a great many pa- 
pers or there would tie a fine row on our 
hands. 


"If tho government is going into the 


pension list publishing business," con- 
tinued the official, "theio is in iny opin- 
ion only one sensible way to do it. 
That 


is to select ono paper in each statoandto 
publish in it tha list -of pensioners for that 
state. 
Tho paper should bo selectocl on 


competitive bids and Iho contract be given 
to the paper which would do it tho cheap- 
est, circulation being taken into account, 
or perhaps it would be well to use two pa- 
pers in each state, ono representing each 
political party, but both bclocted by com- 
petitive bidding. There is no.senso in ad- 
vertising in an Iowa paper tho names of 
pensioners in Maino, or vico versa. But 
oven if the schemo were arranged in this 
way the cost to the government would be 
enormous. 


j 
"For instance, in the states of Ohio and 


Pennsylvania thcro aro about 100,000 pen- 
sioners to each &tato and in a number of 
other states from SO, 000 to 90,000. 
To 


print the Ohio list, for instance, in two 
Ohio newspapers would take 500 columns, 
and tho cost would bo perhaps $20,000 for 
tho state. 
On ibis plan the cost of pub- 


lishing tho lists would range from $30,000 
per state down to a few huiulred or even a 
i'ew score of dollars in some of the south- 
ern states and the territories, and tho ag- 
gregate would be something like $330,000. 
Under this plan tho thing is feasible, and 
I do not soo that it is in any other way. 


Would Make a His Boole, 


"It has boen suggested that the govern- 


ment bhould get out a book containing 
the names of all the pensioners', and that 
this book should have a very uidc circu- 
lation. But I do not like .tho book project. 
In tho first plueo, tho cost would bo tre- 
mendous. 
To set up tho names and ad- 


dresses of tho pensioners alone would cost; 
about 825,000 for typesetting and proof- 
reading, 
The book containing tho list 


would be a great, bulky affair which would 
weigh 10 or 12 pounds and contain 3,000 
or 1,000 pages. Every copy of it printed 
would cost the government perhaps $5. 
To mail it or send it out in sufficient 
nunibeis to reach the people would oosb 
another vast sum, and at best it would 
never give tho publicity which publica- 
tion in tho newspapers would give, and 
publicity is tho thing desired. If tho plan 
has any merit at all, it lies in giving a 
very great number of citizens an oppor- 
tunity to go over the lists in their neigh- 
borhood and ascertain who is drawing 
pensions. 
The best way to reach the peo- 


ple is through the great newspaper press. 


"Possibly somo schemo of county or 


congressional district subdivision of the 
list could be prepared, so that in every 
neighborhood tho shames would be mado 
public. In this way publication could be 
made in a largo number of papers, tho 
home papers of tbo country, which, after 
all, aro the ones which the great masses 
read carefully. 


"But I violate no confidence in saying 


that pension officials do not beliovo thcro 
is any great need for such publications, as 
the number of fraudulent pensions is very 
small, and advertisement might give too 
much opportunity for spite work and 
malico to mako trouble, feti'll, congress 
may order tho publication, and if it does I 
want to see the lists printed in tho news- 
papers."
